Washington, Feb. 9. 
Til** Republi­ 
can leaders in the senate perfected a 
resolution 
directing an investigation 
into the cost of living, 
it was intro­ 
duced bv Senator McCumber, of North 
Dakota, and takes the place of the 
several resolutions presented in the 
sc nate. 
It was referred to the committee on 
contingent expenses, which will Win­ 
side*! the question of coat of conduct­ 
ing such an inquiry. 
In making the investigation It Is 
provided that special attention shall 
be given to the following subjects: 
Wages, salaries and earnings, and 
whether the inc rease in them has kept 
pace* with the increase Iii the cost of 
living.

Price- to the producers, the whole­ 
saler or Job lier, retailer and the con­ 
sumers at which articles, included In 
the investigation were distributed and 
sold in the year 1900. and the price fo r1 
their disposition and sale at the pres- ■ 
eat time.

Elkins Wins His Fight. 
The resolution for the inquiry bears 
the name of Senator Elkins as author 
and embodies the principal features of 
th** Mc Til na ber resolution as well as 
some of those contained in the one 
introduced by Senator Ixwlge. This Is 
a victory for Elkins. 
The inquire Is to Im* conducted by 
a select committee cif seven senators, 
and It is planned to assemble all of 
the Information jmssible bearing upon 
th* increased cost of articles of food 
since 190*1 and report if possible at 
the present session cif congress. 
That the ultimate consumer is al 
ways the victim in the war of high 
prices was brought out in the hearing 
before the* house committee, beaded 
by Representative Moore, which is in­ 
vest igatlug the cost of food.
